“Mr. Smith Goes To Washing- 
ton,” the movies’ story of an ideal- 
ist who went to Congress has its 
real life counterpart in a gangling 
professor of philosophy who talks 
like a dictionary and won his first 
reputation as a cotton picker. 

The real Smith is T. V. Smith, 
Democratic congressman-at-large 
from Illinois, University of Chica- 
go, professor, New Deal pundit and 
radio debator extraordinary. 

During his first term ‘“‘T. V.” said 
little on the house floor, but his 
series of radio debates with Sen. 
Robert Taft and his long participa- 
tion in the University of Chicago 
round table broadcasts have made 
him one of the best known of the 
new legislators. 

Smith, the only Doctor of Phil- 
osophy in the house, campaigns in 


founding opponents with devastat- 


jing dissertations of fact in erudite 


dress. He once called the heads of 
an Illinois political machine “pusil- 
lanimous wasps” and advised voters 
—‘‘We ought not to make asses of 
ourselves, even in a political cam- 
paign.”’ He writes poetry, then 
quotes it in his speeches as “author 
| unknown.” His humor is subtle, his 
manner unpretentious.

| congressional duties. 

| Non-political sources praised him 
for introducing in the Jllinois legis- 
lature the bill that created the Il- 
linois legislative council, which 
studies state needs and proposes a 
program for the state legislature. 

Smith does not hesitate to break 
with the New Deal. His only cam- 
paign promise was to be sparing in 
“laryngeal liquidity.” He said on 
the house floor during debate on 
the Hatch clean politics bill, “This 
purification is more important than 
Democratic success in 1940.” 

Too busy for capital social life, 
the professor-politician travels 1,- 
000 miles weekly by air to fill speak- 
ing engagements. His trademark is 
a portable typewriter.

A REAL PROBLEM 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


LONG DIVISION is about the 
hardest subject in arithmetic to 
learn and teach. If your child has 
trouble with it, you can help him at 
home. 


First, be sure he knows the simple 
multiplication facts up to and in- 
cluding the nines. Write down for 
him, all mixed up, the facts which 
he has not mastered, such as 9 times 
7 are 63. Have him say them over 
and over to himself as he looks at 
them until he knows them. If there 
are many he is not very sure about, 
let him attack, on one evening, only 
about seven or eight of them. 


Induce him to study them with 
great care so as not to make a single 
error. Urge him never to leave one 
fact, like 6 times 8 equal 48, until 
he is sure he knows it. Make him 
feel it no disgrace to look at the 
completed facts that you have writ- 
ten down for him, and that the only 
thing to avoid is a wrong associa- 
tion. Make accuracy the goal. 

Avoid speed suggestions. He wil 
want to hurry and guess. Speed has 
been his curse. Make him feel, by 
your voice and gestures, even by 
the way you breathe, that he has 
ample time. When he makes an 
error, don’t get angry; don’t yell at 
him or even look disturbed. Very 
calmly ask him to repeat the fact 
correctly as he looks at it on the 
page before him. The moment you 
find yourself one bit annoyed, walk 
away and don’t return until you 
are again a perfect master of your- 
self. 

Subtraction Facts 


Next, be sure he knows the 100 
simple subtraction facts. Get him 


= 


to study carefully those he does not 
know, saying them over and over to 
himself, such as 13 minus 4 equal 9, 
, until he has memorized them. If it 
takes a week or two for such 
| achievements, very well. It is ab- 
surd to have him devote his time to 
long division if he doesn’t know per- 
,fectly the simple, basic multiplica- 
| tion and subtraction facts. Go one 
istep further until you are sure he 
|has mastered hard subtraction, so 
'that he finds no difficulty in sub- 
; tracting 2019 from 38017, for ex- 
| ample, or 635 from 832. 


In case you discover the child can- 
/not subtract well, don’t scold him 
or betray feeling in the matter. 
|Don’t be guilty of delivering a 
| speech upon the awful way he has 
been taught or on your surprise 
that he had not learned these things 
jlong ago. Just proceed as calmly 
,as if you were putting on your hat 
| or overcoat, or telling him about an 
|interesting experience. Be very, 
| Very patient. It may take five or 
ten evenings to prepare this child 
for long divisions. 


If you practice him on any prob- 
lem of long division in the mean- 
while, use a short and easy one. 
Slowly do several of them first, leav- 
| ing all the work for him to examine 
‘again whenever he needs help. By 
easy I mean easy, as 9 divided by 4, 
76 divided by 3, 90 divided by 6. 
| With problems so simple he can get 
the steps without difficulty. And do 
/it by long division, not short divi- 
sion. You gradually can lead him up 
‘to harder forms like 57 divided by 
| 21. 


Make sure he always finishes up 
with success so that he leaves the 
| work with a hopeful, happy attitude.

Time for sentencing of five of 
them, Steve Tofanelli, Louis Fuf- 
fino and Joe Podesto, all of Jack- 
son, and Dan Leven and Ed Fried- 
man, both of San Jose, was put 
over last Saturday to allow time 
for consideration of their pleas for 
probation. All had pleaded guilty. 

A motion for a new trial for Geo. 
Fuller of Jackson, convicted Thurs- 
day by a jury, was_ denied 
and Judge Roche set Wednes- 
day as the time for passing sen- 
tence. Fuller was remanded to the 
custody of the United States mar- 
shal but the other defendants were 
allowed to remain at liberty on bail.

A new and perhaps more danger 
ous threat of Great Britain’s mas- 
tery of the seas arose today as the 
Nazis pressed their air and naval 
offensive on the 21st anniversary of 
the collapse of Imperial Germany 
as a naval power.
